Let the dinner be ' 


-Preparing cream for city trade was 
a subject discussed at a recent eastern 
dairy meeting. In the larger cities the 
price of this ‘luxury varies from 5 cents 
to 15 cents per half pint. Cream that 
brings 15 cents must be of the very 


*| highest quality. Pasteurization usual- 


ly enters into the process of preparing 
it for market, but this Is not necessary. 
Following {s part of the address given 
at the meeting by C. T. Thompson. It 
will be of Interest to all dairymen: 

“Cream will keep sweet for a longer 
period than milk. The thicker the 
cream or the more fat it contalns the 
longer it will keep. This will very Pt 
terlally help the producer. 

“The method of preparing cream 
without pasteurization, to be marketed 
as sweet crenm, is as follows: The 
cows are kept in clean stables fre- 
quently whitewashed, their udders and 
flanks carefully brushed and wiped 
with a damp cloth; the hands of the 
milker are clean; no odors are in evi- 
dence, and no dust from recent feed- 
ing or from bedding. The milk is 
drawn Into hooded pails through ab- 
sorbent cotton,. then taken at once to 
the dairy room, where nothing but the 
dairy utensils and the coolfng tank 
are allowed to remain: “It {¢g run 
through a scrupulously clean separator 
into cans which have been sterilized 
and set immediately into clean ice 
water, where the temperature is below 
88 degrees F. 


“After the cream is cooled to 40 de-. 


grees or less it is bottled and set into 
cases, These have a compartment for 
each bottle and an {ce box in the cen- 
ter. It is then ready for market, and 
if the work has been carefully done it 
will keep for as long a time as that 
which has been pasteurized {n cream- 
erles, I have known cream prepared in 
this way to be used in coffee sixteen 
days after shipping and show no ef- 
fects of age whatever. There is noth- 
ing in the above method which cannot 
be successfully employed by any dairy- 
man who has cleanly tastes and hab- 
{ts, and it does not require any great 
outlay for expensive machinery or for 
expensive’ stables. When cream con- 
taining 40 per cent fat can be sold for 
10 cents per half pint or $1.60 per gal- 
lon, the producer is getting at the rate 
of ,A0 cents per pound for his butter, 
which is the net wholesale price re- 
ceived by people of my acquaintance. 
with a steadily increasing demand and 
prospects of still higher prices.” 
An Imported Guernsey. 

The subject of the illustration, from 
the National Stockman and Farmer, is 
the imported Guernsey cow Itchen 
Daisy III., which was recently sold to 
¥, Lathrop Ames of Massachusetts for 
$4,000. She made a most creditable 
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record as a two-year-old—9,958.7 pounds 
milk, 553.88 pounds butter fat—which 
placed her at the head of her class, and 
has just completed another year’s test 
which places her at the head of the 
four and a half-year-old class, she 
gaining that position by 700 pounds 
milk and .9 pounds fat. She is the first 
cow to have the distinction of standing 
at the head of two classes in the 
Guernsey register. The record was 
made under the supervision of the 
New Jersey experiment station. 


How One Breeder Succeeds. 

Talking with a breeder of dairy cat- 
tle who has had cows make some high 
records, who seldom loses a calf or a 
mature animal and who sells his stock 
at good prices, a friend says: “You are 
the luckiest mortal I ever knew. 
Things always seem to come right for 
you.” “Luck has nothing to do with 
it,” said the breeder in question, “un- 
less you would call staying up all night 
with a calving cow when It is neces- 
sary, watching with the greatest care 
the cows that are on test, as well as 
the other members in the herd, and 
seeing that everything 1!s attended to 
personally and working from twelve to 
sixteen hours a day, luck. And if per- 
sistent advertising, attending breeders’ 
meetings and sales and doing mission- 
ary work with the nelghbors at home 
in the interest of pure bred stock and 
for the further purpose of disposing of 
my surplus stock is luck, I have It, but 
not otherwise.” There is a little ser- 
mon In this for the beginner in the pure 
bred:stock business.—Holstein-Friesian 
Resister.

CARE OF DAIRY UTENSILS. 


Some .Vuluable Points on. Keeping 
Them Clean and. Sanitary, 


The ‘first requisite Js to. purchase 
dairy utensiJs that can be easily: clean- 
ed, which have smooth, hard and non- 
porous surfaces and corners so made 
that they are easily accessible to a 
brush or cloth. Unnecessary corners 
and angles should be avolded. 

The principal things necessary for 
keeping utensils clean are hot water 
or steam, some alkali and a scrubbing 
brush or coarse cloth, combined with 
plenty of elbow grease to make these 
agents effective. All utensils should be 
cleaned immediately after using. The 
method for cleaning varies slightly, ac- 
cording to what the utensils have con- 
tained. If they have been used for 
milk, they should first be rinsed with 
cold or lukewarm water, so as to wash 
off the viscous albuminoids, which If 
subjected to boiling water would coag- 
ulate and adhere firmly to the tin, 
thus becoming difficult to remove. 
They should then be thoroughly wash- 
ed in hot water with some cleansing 
material, such as washing powder or 
caustic soda, in order to remove the 
grease. The water should be quite 
hot, and the washing powders should 
not be used sparingly, for we too of- 
ten find vessels where the grease has 
not been removed, but simply smeared 
over the tin. Caustics and washing 
powders are not only effective in clean- 
ing the grease from utensils, but they 
also act as a means of destroying bac- 
terfa. 
if perfumed, should be avoided. 

: Destroying Bacteria. 

It has been found that a 6 or 7 per 
cent solution of good fresh washing 
powder applied in hot water will make 


a good material for destroying germ’ 


life, provided the utensils are subject- 
ed to this solution for at least ten min: 
utes, after which they should be rinsed 
in hot water and set away in the pure 
ajr to dry. The latter method requires 


more time to accomplish the same pur’ 


pose than with steam, but is. better 
adapted to farm use. 

There are other methods for conven- 
fently des‘roying bacteria on dairy 
utensils, They are, however, more ex- 
pensive, but very effective. A practical] 
way is “o rinse the utensils, after they 
have been thoroughly washed in some 
alkali, with’ a hot solution containing 
6 to 12 per cent borax. This solution 
also preserves fhe tin to a slight ex- 


tent, but care must be taken not to. 


get it into the milk. 

Sunlight and pure alr are the cheap- 
est and, most effective means of keep- 
ing the utensils pure and sanitary after 
they have been cleansed. When these 
conditions do not exist it is then ad- 
visable to put them In a hot drying 
room. 

Old, unclean dishcloths should never 
be used for wiping dairy utensils after 
they have been steamed or subjected 
to the hot washing solution, as the 
germs which are lodged in the cloth’ 
will.again be distributed over the sur- 
face of the vessels, thus reinfecting 
them. If utensils must be wiped dry, 
It is always best to use a coarse linen 
cloth which has previously been steam- 
ed or boiled. 

Scrub brushes are the best articles 
for use in cleaning dairy utensils. 
Coarse linen cloths may also be used, 
but they require more care in keeping 


cleaning utensils should be followed 
for cleaning cloths—Hxtract From a 
Bulletin of the Kansas State Agricul- 
tural College. 


THE BUTTERMAKER’ 


It fs just 8 easy to make good butter 
as it is to make poor butter, and you 
can get a much better price. The main 
secret is to keep the milk dishes clean. 

Use Good Butter Salt. 

This !s an exceedingly important 
matter. A good way to test it is to dis- 
solve some in hot water. If the salt 
has a bad flavor it will be easily de 
tected. Sometimes a sediment ‘will ba 
seen in the bottom of the vessel. A bad 
odor in butter many times !s caused by 
the use of poor salt. 

Cool the Cream Quickly. 

Temperature has a great deal to do 
with the making of fine butter, not 
only at churning time, but from the 
time the milk is drawn from the cow 
until the butter is placed on the table. 
Unless the cream 1s cooled quickly aft 
er milking and kept right from that 
time on it is impossible to make really 
good butter. 

Make the Best. 

If you are making butter to sell, hunt 
up good customers who are willing to 
pay a little extra, then give them ex- 
actly what they want, says the Farm- 
ers Advocate.

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One of the principal features of 
the Lord’s Day Act, which re- 
cently came into force, is the fact 
that enforcement of the act rests 
entirely upon the opinion the 
Attorney General may entertain 
with respet to it. In Quebec no 
prosecution under the law is 
possible because the Legislature 
has taken advantage of the pro- 
vision of the act which implies 
that any provincial law shall be 
valid and they have repudiated 
the Federal measure, but even if 
a prosecution were possible the 
Attorney General could stop it. 
We understand that in British 
Columbia the act will not be 
enforced. In Alberta the At- 
torney General says the act will 
be carried out. The Federal 
authorities while introducing the 
act, turn it over to the Attorney 
General of each province to ad- 
opt or reject ashe may see fit.

DIED A BEGGAR. 


The Pathetic Career of John Stow, 
the English Antiquary. : 

John Stow, the celebruted English 
antiquary, was a remarkable man, He 
was born of poor parents about 1525 
and brought up to the tailor’s trade.

Music Served Hot. 

A phonograph which can be heard 
a mile away is the new French‘invea- 
tion, the eglephone. The sound is pro- 
duced by the use of what are called 
speaking flames, and the principles 
governing the method were first ex. 
plained in 1903 by G. C. Porter be. 
fore the London Physical Society. 


1 Mr. Porter found that if a tuning 


fork be struck and then held in the 
flame of a Bunsen burned the sound 
is perceptibly increased. The maxi- 
mum of sound intensity occurs when 
the fork is held where the flame is 
hottest Tho French inventor G. Lan- 
det uses a record which has the sound 
vibrations marked not in depth, but 
in length, and the stylus travels hori- 
zontally, like a pendulum. The stylus 
separates the gas chamber into two 
parts, and the gas then passes on to 
the: burners. The vibration of the 
disk open and close the gas openings, 
causing the flow to vary. The sound 
is so intense that it can be heard a 
mile away. It can, be lessened by re- 
gulating, the burner, but the power of 
sound is found to be always propor- 
tional to the energy: given out during 
combustion.—Musical Age.

; LABORATORY. 


CALGARY STATION WILL REPORT ON 
SEEDS FREE OF CHARGE 


| Thenew seed testing station 

| established: by ‘the Dominion de- 
partment of agriculture at Cal- 
gary, f-r the convenience of the 
farmers and seed merchants of 
Alberta and British Columbia is 
now fully equipped and in oper- 
ation. 

Seed will be tested at this lab- 
oratory for purity and germ- 
ination. The-purity test shows 

‘| the amount o1 weed seeds o: otner 
impurities contained in a sample, 
and the name and quantities of 
each kind. When a farmer is 
buying seed or even when using: 
his own, it is:| important that he 
ascertain whether or not it is free 
from noxious weed seeds. . 

he germination test shows 
what per centage of the seed will 
germinate under favorable field 
conditions. Many conditions af- 
fect the vitality of seed such as 
unfavorable weather, immaturity, 
freezing before harvesting, lack 

, of proper storage, or old age. 
Appearances are deceiving and 
Often very good looking seed is 
low in vitality. 

A repurt of the rasult of each 
sample sentin for purity test will 
be towarded within a couple of 
days irom the date it is received 
at tae oflice. - 

. Tne time required for final 
germiation test of wheat, oats, 
bavley and clovers, is ten days; 
timothy, rye, grass, etc., fourteen 
days; vegetables ten to fourteen 

jdays. A preliminary report will, 
if requested, be forwarded with- 
in four to six days from the date 
of receipt of sample. 

Samples should be securely 
wrapped in strong paper or 6ne 
vlosed in cotton bag, and should 
contain not less than one ounce 
of grass seeds of all kinds. or 
white or alsike, clovera;., two 
ounces of red clover, alfalfa; or 
other-.soeds oi like size, and three 
ounces or a small handful of 
wheat, oats and barley or other 
large seeds. The rate of postage 

}is One Cent per ounce and should 

be prepaid. All testing is done 
free of charge.

Ola Time London Betting Clubs and 
Their Members. : 
There: were three principal clubs— 
White's, Brookes’ and Boodles’.. White’s 
was originally a “chocolate house” in 
William III.’s time, but became a pri- 
vate club early, iu the elghteeuth cen- 
tury and was used by the Tories. ‘It 
was a club always noted for high play 
and: betting, und very curious some of 
their bets were, the old wager -book 
belng still preserved. Brookes’ was 
the Whig club and was then conduct- 
ed by that 
Liberal Brookes, whose speculative skill 
Is hasty credit and a distant bill; 
Who, nursed in clubs, disdained a vulgar 
trade, 
Exults to trust and blushes to be paid. 
Among the members of this club 
were the Prince of Wales, and, of 
course, his fidus Achates, Sheridan, be- 
sides the great Charles James Fox, 
who here played deeply and whose 
name is oft recorded in the wager 
book, which, however, Is of older date 
and was kept when the club was held 
at Almack’s. *“Lord Northington bets 
Mr. C. Fox, June 4, 1774, that he (Mr. 


C. IF.) is not called to the bar before [

How Prince Louis Napoleon was kill- 

ed by the Zulus June 1, 1879, Is told 

graphically In the book ‘py Sir Evelyn 

Wood, who took part in that war. The 

little party which the prince accompa- 

nied was surprised and attackeé. Sir 

Evelyn writes: “The Zulus In pursuit 

ran first after the two white soldiers 

who were on the flanks, three or four 
men,’ headed by Labanga, following 
the prince. His borse had jumped just 
as he was mounting, and his sword fell 
out of Its scabbard. He was very ac- 
tive and was vaulting on his horse in 
motion when: the wallet on the front 
of the saddle broke away, and he fell 
to the ground,.being at this time only 
sixty yards behind the (British) fugi- 
tives. There ‘were seven men who ac- 
tually fought the prince. When Lan- 
galebele, pursuing the fugitives, firat 
saw Labanga, he was running away 
from the prince, who was rushing at 
bim. Labanga, crouching In the grass, 
threw an assagal at him. The first as- 
sagal stuck In the prince’s thigh, and, 
withdrawing It from the wgund, he 
kept his foes at bay for some miautes. 

In the native’s words: ‘He fought like 

a lion, He fired two shots, but withb- 

out effect, and I threw an assagal ‘at 

him, which struck him, as I said at-the 
time, but 1 always allowed “absanga’s 
claim to-have killed him, for his assa- 
gal hit the prince in the left shoulder, 
a mortal wound.’” ..

The bill amending the Liquor 
ordinance came up for discussion 
last week in the Provincial Par-
